SCHOOLS, 

Some time ago when mention was made of 
propored amendments to the school ordi- 
nance the hope was expressed in this paper 
that whatever amendments might be made 
nothing would be done to alter the principle 
of responsible control upon which the ordi- 
nance was based, It seems,however,that this 
isthe very object of attack. As framed, the 
ordinance retained the general control of the 
system in the hands of the council, the par. 
ticular control was placed in the hands ot 
the school trustees and the administration in 
the hands of the lieutenant-governorin coun- 
el. By this system every part of the work 
was under the immediate control of the peo- 
ple for whose benefit the schools are organ: 
ized and who contribute the tunds for their 
support. It is the principle upon which the 
Ontario law is based and is the secret of the 
high state of excellence attained by the 
schools and school system of that province, 
which in the matter of common school educa- 
tion leads the world. Contrary to this is the 
system of irresponsible control which pre- 
vails in Manitoba and several other provinces 
through aboard of education appointed by 
the government. It is evident that in Onta 
rio where the government of the day stands or 
fulls by the success of its comnion school sys 
tem educational matters must be better at- 
tended to than in Manitoba, where no matter 
whether the schools are run well or ill the 
representatives ofthe people or the govern. 
ment are inno way accountable beyond the 
appolntinent of favorites, political or reli 
gious,to sit on the board, 

The ordinance of 1884 was framed entirely 
onthe responsible principle and passed a sec: 
ond reading in the council in that shape, It 
then became evident to those who had con- 
sistently opposed the bill from the beginning 
that it would be idadvisable to prevent its 
passage, but the expedient was hit upon to 
tack on it the clauses of the Manitoba aci 
providing tor control by a board of eduea- 
tion, which if putin foree would reverse the 
essential principle of the bill, On its being 
agreed that these provisions should not be 
put in foree until at least the present session, 
to secure the paysaye of the bill, the addition 
was consented to, By these provisions now 
put in force the organization of districts 
which under the present method has pro 
Kressed so satisfactorily will be vested abso 
Jutely in a board consisting of two Protestants 
and two Roman Catholics, with the heuten- 
ant yovernor as chairman, who may. if thoy 
are so pleased throw such obstacles in. the 
way of the organization of school districts as 
shallrender their organization an is possi 
Vility,or on the other hand thay carey organi- 
zition Co such extremes as to make the ays 
tem an intolerable burden, True they may not 
wo to either extreme, but the fact that they

We may therefore calculate that 
our school system will now remain at least 
one or two years behind the aye; and that

But the great reason why the schools should 
remain directly under the control of the 
council lies in the matter of taxation, A bat- 
Ue will have to be tuught on this subject in 
every part of the territories as lony as lands 
are held by speculating non-residents. It is 
impossible tor individual districts to fight the 
battle successfully, and it would be the duty 
of the council to give organized assistance to 
these corporations whieh they had called in- 
to existence in this struggle for existence. 
Every remove that is made of the school dis- 
tricts from the immediate supervision of the 
conncil is a remove from the assistance of the 
council in this matter and a removal from 
success of the school system. There is more 
than a probability that in this is to be found 
the real reason for the appointment of a board 
of education,
